It may prefer to delude 
Itself that the the system Is foolproof rather 
Jhanleanunough to-lnfluence the techno? — 
logical decisions that affect their own Uvea. 
But if such Ignorance of engineering — as 
well as math and Science — becomes In- 
creasingly widespread, loss of control of 
. technol ogy would be a probable result.
